The Municipal fire will continue to make slow advances to the ENE as areas and pockets of unburned fuels will
continue fill in as fire creeps through the interior. The Greer fire is expected to not make any further
advancements. The Fisher fire will continue to consume unburned pockets of fuels in the canyons and likely will
make little forward advancement unless a wind event increases fire behavior and fire escapes control features.
Interior burning on all fires in the complex will continue. Advancement could be experienced should winds
increase fire behavior and fire escapes control features.
